form. Many people of course are not and so gathering maple sap 

in the Spring does not have the same effect on all people. Flowing 
and maple sap flows and rivers flow and all the rivers flow into 

the sea and as long as the sea does not become full human nature 
will continue to be human nature and if human nature were not a 
reality the human mind would not be a reality. Animals are the 
proof that is to say all animals except man are the proof because 
only one animal and that is man has the human mind. And is there 

a relationship between the human mind and the compass and is there 

a relationship between the human mind and North and East and South 
and West and yes there is. History, autobiography and criticism 
are associated with the North-South axis--The Renaissance and 
Cubist Conceptions of Space and Art in the Nineteenth-Century French 
Novel and Parade Harmonies: A Dialectical Self-Portrait are books 
which reflect that axis. The North-South axis of course is the 
history autobiography criticism axis and particularly on islands 
because the East-West axis is the axis of the sun and history and 
autobiography and criticism are best when the axis of the historian 
or autobiographer or critic is perpendicular to the path established 
daily by the movement of the sun. It is because of that per- 
pendicularity that historical autobiographical and critical tri- 
angles are formed, Different kinds of triangles to be sure are 
formed depending on the axis of the writer with relationship to 

the path of the sun and there are sun-triangles and moon-triangles. 
The East-West axis is the axis of the sun and it is the axis of 
Gothic cathedrals and it is the axis of the song of the earth and 
realism and what was the axis of the Victory on October 2T 1805 
when Horatio, Lord Nelson, was struck by a musket ball from the 


French Redoutable, "England expects that every man will do his 
duty" and England is West of France and France is East of England.
